he is a married man with three 
children. When he finally de- 
cides to legalize their relation- 
ship, he must somehow dispose 
of this prefabricated family. 


The answer, of course, is to 


ask his strait-laced office nurse 
(Mary Ann Nevitt) to imper- 
sonate the nonexistent wife in 
an interview with the mistress. 
But then the girl demands to 
know why the wife is letting 
him divorce her. And so it goes. 


The proceedings are peppered 


with clever lines and amusing 
minor characters — a plumpish 
dowager who insists that each 
visit to the dentist be an ego 
trip (Jean Zahalka) and a Latin

Press Coverage of Preliminary Hearings 


A judge in a Manitowoc County court, 


conducting a preliminary hearing in a 
murder case, recently issued an order 
prohibiting the press from publishing 
any information about the hearing on the 
grounds that it might prejudice the 
defendant's right to a. fair trial. 


Subsequently the judge dismissed the 


charges against the defendant, ruling 
that the district attorney had not 
produced evidence sufficient to bind the 
defendant over for trial. 


The result was that the public, not 


being informed as to the evidence the 
district attorney presented, had no 
means of judging the performance of 
the judge or the district attorney in 
carrying out their responsibilities. 


The Post-Crescent felt at the time 


that the Manitowoc newspaper should 
have challenged the judge's right to 
issue an order barring the press from 
publishing anything about the hearing. 


The coverage of a preliminary 


hearing by the press is a gray area in the 
matter of free press versus fair trial, or 
the rights of the public to information 
versus the right of the defendant to trial 
by an impartial jury. At a preliminary 
hearing only the prosecution introduces 
evidence and it is not subject to cross- 
examination. For this reason the press 
has a responsibility to avoid publishing 


testimony that might be inflammatory 
or prejudicial. 


But now we have a contrasting 


situation here in Outagamie County. 


At the conclusion of a preliminary 


hearing, Judge Gustave Keller volun- 
teered a statement about the case before 
him, saying in part, that "to listen to the 
testimony in this hearing and in others 
that we've been conducting is alarming 
and frightening, and the extent of the 
operation as brought out here is beyond 
the imagination of the citizens in this and 
any other community. There was no 
question that these crimes were com- 
mitted. (The defendants) were the hub, 
the basis of operation for these ac- 
tivities. For them to say they did not 
have knowledge of these activities is 
preposterous ... I don't see how they 
can escape criminal liability." 


The decision facing a judge at a 


preliminary hearing is whether the 
evidence is sufficient to indicate that a 
crime probably was committed and that 
the defendants should face trial for the 
crime. 


Judge Keller went well beyond that 


decision in volunteering his opinion in 
this case. 


The Post-Crescent is quite clear 


about its responsibilities to inform the 
public in cases like this. But now it is 
confused about whose responsibility it is 
to insure the defendants a fair trial. 


College Athletics in Trouble 


As most of the university and college 


authorities all over the country are 
looking at ways both to curb expenses 
and to raise more funds, the matter of 
intercollegiate athletics has finally been 
mentioned out loud. It's been talked 
about quietly for some time. 


Obviously doing away with such 


athletics, especially in the fields of 
football and basketball, will cause 
problems with alumni who like to go 
back for that homecoming game, and for 
newspaper sports departments. There 
were howls from 
University of 


Wisconsin alumni when the state 
colleges became full-fledged four year 
liberal arts institutions — and had 
athletic teams — for fear they might 
draw possible athletes away from Alma 
Mater. Marquette more than ten years 
ago managed to weather the protests 
when it pulled out of intercollegiate 
football but it wasn't easy. Now a 
number of institutions — as well as some 
high schools — are taking a second look 
at their athletic programs. 


Delegates to the annual meeting in 


Houston of the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association conceded there was 
a growing problem and these men would 
be expected to be in favor of continuing 
intercollegiate sports if at all possible. 
But the representative from North- 
western University said that "I don't 
see how the situation will get any better 
on its* own. Costs are likely to continue 
rising more than revenues. I don't see 
cures coming without some response by 


college athletes." The athletic 


director at Seton Hall University in New 
Jersey commented that "we're either 
going to have to restrain ourselves in 
what we spend or increase our incomes. 
The former appears to be more realistic. 
We may have to limit scholarships, 
recruiting, travel — how far and where 
we travel — and public relations." New 
equipment may also have to be done 
without. 


From the East, Ivy League delegates 


• explained that they had it tough because 
they were committed to offering sports 
that had little return, such as rowing, 
sailing and fencing. But delegates from 
farther west said their expenses were 
particularly high because of the 
distances their major teams had to 
travel. 


Another sign of the concern was the 


vote at the NCAA meeting which put 
down by only six votes a proposal to 
allow freshmen to play on varsity teams. 
It was clear that the proposal was in- 
troduced because of the fear that a lot of 
colleges and universities might have to 


start their cuts with the eradication of 
programs specifically for freshmen. 
Junior varsities may also disappear. 
Some local high schools have decided to 
postpone the development of wrestling 
teams, for instance, and have dropped 
assistant coaches in many sports in 
order to cut the budgets down to council 
approved size. 


Some educators also think that the 


campus interest in intercollegiate sports 
has diminished as concerns about the 
war, politics, social work and the en- 
vironment'have caught on. How many 
Notre Dame students fifteen years ago 
would have missed a football game if 
they had tickets? This year 700 students 
gave their tickets to the Georgia Tech 
game away to underprivileged children. 
The University of Montana's athletic 
director complained that "in past days, 
we didn't have other campus activities 
to compete with for student funds. Now, 
they're using their money for speakers' 
bureaus and the like." Films, concerts 
and social programs also take money 
away from the purely athletically 
oriented programs. 


It seems likely that some faculty 


members, reduced in salary or at least 
cut in expected raises, are going to start 
looking hard at the athletic budget and 
wondering out loud whether 
the 


program is essential to the educational 
process or of real value to the institution. 
Regents and trustees are going to be in a 
bind. Many legislatures, from whence 
comes the primary income of public 
institutions, still believe that the sun 
rises and sets with the athletic record of 
the state university. Some alumni, who 
may be big or potential donors to both 
public and private institutions, may feel 
the same way. How and where to cut 
costs without losing revenues of any kind 
is the acute problem facing most in- 
stitutions of higher learning. 


It was fairly evident at the NCAA 


meeting that the colleges and in- 
stitutions, that did not offer athletic 
scholarships or extensive aids just for 
athletic prowess were the ones least 
likely to be hurt by any changes. Ap- 
parently we have outlasted or perhaps 
outgrown the days when the Big Man On 
Campus was the Football Hero. Perhaps 
university athletics were oversold and 
overpromoted and the letdown is 
something to be expected. In a way it is 
too bad since sports, both participation 
and spectator types, are fun, give a 
release from tension and provide to 
some extent at least a relaxation that| 
seems all too absent from our campuses 
today.

The United States plans to 


build a new South Pole 
geological station before the 
present one collapses under 
the weight of 60 feet of ice. 


The base, known as the 


Amundsen-Scott South Pole 
Station in memory of polar 
explorers Roald Amundsen of 
Norway and Robert Scott of 
Britain, flies the flags of 16 
nations which signed the 
Antarctic Treaty in 1959. 


The treaty deals with an 


imaginary circle at the 60th 
parallel 
south 
and 
its 


provisions apply only to 
regions below that parallel. 


Actually the South Pole is 


situated atop an ice cap three 
miles thick. This cap is sliding 
slowly over the earth much 
after the fashion of glaciers. 
As a result, the South Pole 
Station has drifted several 
thousand feet toward the Ross 
Ice Shelf. 


Beside the South Pole 


station, there are five other 


bases including McMurdo, 
Byrd, Palmer, Siple and 
Hallett. 


Will Slide Eventually 


The new South Pole station 


will probably be built where 
the present one is supposed to 
be, but it too will eventually 
slide toward the sea. 


Antarctica, an area more 


vast than the United States 
and 
Mexico 
combined, 


stretches over 5.5 million 
square miles of terrain, 95 per 
cent of which is covered with a 
mantle of snow and ice that 
extends three miles deep in 
spots. 


Should these seven million 


cubic miles of ice melt for any 
reason, geologists say that it 
would result in worldwide 
disaster. For one thing, the 
oceans of the globe would rise 
200 to 250 feet, placing most of 
the world's coastal cities 
under water. 


There is distinct difference 


between the two 
poles, 


geologist note. The north polar 
region is an ice-filled ocean 
surrounded by parts of the 


continents of North America, 
Europe and Asia. 


Antarctic Is Continent 


The Antarctic, on the other 


hand, is a continent washed by 
the waters of the Atlantic, 
Pacific and Indian oceans, 


At the North Pole, a few feet 


of ice drift over 10,000 feet of 
water. The Antarctic, an ice- 
covered plateau, 9,000 feet 
above sea level, harbors 
whales, seals and seabirds, 
but no four-footed animals. 
The Arctic has not only seals, 
whales and seabirds, but polar 
bear, arctic foxes and caribou. 


It is estimated that one 


million persons dwell above 
the Arctic circle, but An- 
tarctica 
is 
colder 
and 


separated from inhabited 
areas by long, perilous 
stretches of ocean. 


Higher than Ml. Rushmore 


in South Dakota, Antarctica is 
without doubt the most bleak, 
forbidding place on earth 
today. Only in the last half 
century has man even at- 
tempted to brave these 
elements.

$6,000 made up nearly 70 per 
cent of those filing state tax 
returns, had one-third of total 
personal income, and paid 
only 20 per cent of taxes 
collected by the state. The 
most important tax sources, 
those earnings between $6,000 
and $12,000, accounted for 47 
per cent of taxable income, 27 
per cent of all returns, and 46 
per cent of the taxes.

Beneath 
each specimen is Rlued a piece 
of paper stating the name or 
type of stone and where you 
found it.
